LJTTLE ROCK (AP) - The 
state Supreme Court refused 
Tuesday to interfere in a re- 
count of ballots in Logan Coun- 
ty that made Democrat J. P.

Johnson May 
Get Urban 
Home Bill 


By J.W. DAVIS 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Once 


again it looks as though Con- 
gress might do something for 
President Johnson that it didn't 
do for President John F. Ken- 
nedy. 


The word at the Capitol today 


was that Johnson, if he asks for 
it, can get congressional ap- 
proval of a new Cabinet depart- 
ment to handle urban affairs 
and housing. 


Congress had refused to go 


along with Kennedy's plan for 
the department. Similarly, it 
didn't pass the civil rights law 
he asked, nor a Social Security 
link for medical care for the 
aged. 


But Johnson got the civil 


rights bill- through this year, 
™d is all set to push in the new 
Congress for medical care. He 
may not have to work nearly so 
hard to get the new Cabinet 
department for urban affairs. 


President Kennedy twice tried 


to get Congress to let him wrap 
up city affairs and housing in 
one depa$ment. First, a pro- 
posed lawggot blocked in a 
House committee.* Then, when 
he sent hi^plan to Congress in 
the form qj^a government reor- 
ganization; the House vetoed it. 


However, a good many of 


those who voted against Kenne- 
dy's plan \sjere' defeated for re- 
election Tuesday., The Demo- 
cratic majority in the House 
was increased by approximately 
40 seats, a| formidable bloc. 


One of the reasons Kennedy 


lost was that he announced 
beforehancl 
that if 
Congress 


approved /the new department, 
he would pick a Negro to head 
it. This displeased many South- 
erners and set off Republican 
protests that Kennedy was in- 
jecting the racial issue. 


The Negro then in line for the 


job was Robert C. Weaver, fed- 
eral housing and home finance 
administrator. Whether Johnson 
would appoint him remains to 
be seen. 


Weaver has called for crea- 


tion of the new department as 
"symbolic recognition of the 
right of the 73 per cent of the 
people of the nation living in 
urban areas to be" represented 
at the Cabinet level."

The ex- 
pensive fountain now is dry for 
lack of funds. 


The subcommittee said in a 


report Sunday the government's 
slocks of local currencies re- 
ceived in return for some kinds 
of foreign aid is growing at a 
rate of $200 million a year. The 
funds can't be changed into 
dollars. Some, by agreement, 
must be used only for further 
foreign aid. 


The report suggested unres- 


tricted funds might be used for 
such things as schools for U.S. 
dependents overseas, language 
instruction, more travel, re- 
pairs, or publishing low-cost 
books in English.

further talks. 


An editorial today in Pravda, 


the Soviet party paper, said a 
world 
Communist conference 
"is clearly overdue." 


Red • China 
had 
vigorously 


opposed such a conference when 
former Premier Nikita Khru- 
shchev called it to muster sup- 
port against the Chinese. The 
Kremlin's new leaders, party 
secretary Leonid I. Brezhnev 
and Premier Alexei N. Kosygin, 
are expected to put the empha- 
sis at such a meeting on unity 
and not schism. 


Brezhnev raised a toast to 


Communist unity Monday at a 
farewell dinner for foreign dele- 
gations leaving after the week- 
end celebrations. There was no 
word whether Chou responded. 


Tass, the Soviet news agency, 


said 
Brezhnev proposed 
his 


toast "to the unity of the frater- 
nal 
community ,of 
Socialist 


states and Communists of all 
the world to the unity all the 
forces of freedom and progress 
on the earth, to the victories of 
the cause of socialism, of great 
Marxist-Leninist ideas." 


Tass said 
a "warm 
and 


friendly atmosphere" prevailed 
at the dinner. 


Chou and the Soviet leaders 


are assumed to be bargaining 
over Chinese terms for an indef- 
inite suspension of the verbal 
hostilities between Peking and 
Moscow.

CHICAGO (AP) - An autumn 


drought described in some ar- 
eas as the worst in history has 
turned hundreds of communities 
into emergency areas, threat- 
ened the nation's farmers with a 
multimillion-dollar loss in win- 
ter wheat and made forestlands 
fire traps. 


An Associated Press survey 


today showed that hundreds of 
counties have become eligible 
for federal aid as wells, streams 
and springs have dried up and 
water has 
been 
pumped 
to 


farms. 


The drought has taken no 


major proportions in New Eng- 
land, which the U.S. Weather 
Bureau said was the worst in 
the area's history. The bureau 
said the drought has extended 
for more than six months in 
four New England states.

Farmers scanned the skies 


grimly in the Midwest 
and 


Southwest as one of the worst 
moisture shortages in the 20th 
century began taking its toll on 
the winter wheat crop.
